At the City Council meeting Thurs- 
day Engineer Dawe submitted the fol- 
lowing report: \ 

\— Red Deer, Alberta, 
August 24, 1916 
To the Commissioners and Council, 

City of Red Deer, Alberta 

Dear Sirs:— 

As requested by your Council at a 
meeting held at the City Waterworks 
Intake,, desiring certain information 
as to cost of making improvements 
aut the intake with a view to clarify- 
ing the City water supply of silt, 
which is so. prevalent during the 
rainy season, I wish to submit to 
you the following estimates of cost: 

I suggest the 
which you might consider as to their 
relative merits. And I also give my 
comments on the Value of the differ- 
ent suggestions I offer, 

lirstly. 

To reconstruct old intake by one of 
the following methods:— 

(a) To raise crib work walls 12 
ft. from present height without\ coven 
over top.

Canada’s trade figures in this 
eventful year are wonderful, In July 
for instance, our ¢xports of merch on 
dise amounted to $160,000,000, as a- 
gainst $48,000,000 July, 3915. 
For the twelve months cnding with 
July, exports totalled $1,081,000,000, 
as against $499,000,000 for the last 
corresponding period. Vir tutai trade 
for the twelve months was $1,704,000 
000, as compared with 914,000,000, 
the previous corresponding — period. 
That is, we are more than doubling 
our export and general trade. Rail- 
way returns show immensely incruss 
ed earnings, notwithstanding the 
shortage of help. Canadian industeies 
generally have expanded. The chief 
growth of business has, of course, 
been in the making of war materials, 
but the remarkable upturn in general 
business has brought good markets 
for nearly all lines. The trouble now 
is rather to get materials, supplies 
and help. Railway deliveries are ip a 
chaotic state. Sometimes goods  o- 
ing only short distances in the Tor- 
onto district are held up in cars for 
weeks. Terminal capacity and labor 
for handling are inadequate. Condi- 
tions such as these demonstrate that
